At the other end of the 
line the first twenty miles from Columbus this 
way has been completed, and the second section 
is befng opened rapidiy. The contract has been 
made with Mr. Fiolcombe, of this city, for 20,000 
cross-ties, delivery to begia in a week and be kepi 
up astast as they can be gotten out,

Closing contracts for various sorts of work on the 
line. ;

‘What Kepreseutatives of the

The question ot buliding a new capitol is one 
‘ol the most iuteresting that will come up during 
the present session, aud it hes already been 
freely discussed among the member’. 

Early in the session Mr. Barrow, of

4 the uilding of a capitol Ww cost 
Ome Talilion dollars, the appropriations to be 
made in sums of two hundred thousand dollars ae 
year fer five years, The bill goes on to prescribe 
“ comtnission and to guard the economy of 
the proposed building closely. 

"This bill brought the subject before the legis!a- 
ture in a more tangible form than it had eve 
been before.

Of course we want a good building, t 
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eounties from the present Western circuit and 
three from the Blue Ridge. The speeches of 
Mr. Kimsey and Mr. Barrow before 
the house as well as the arguments 
before the committees demonstrated so clearly 


almost unanimously passed. At present the 
judges of the two old circuits thus relieved are 
compelled to work far beyond the usual limits 
of judicial iabor, and even then cannot keep the 
dockets clear.

Your favor to hand asking my views in regard to 
the present convict system of Georgia as having 
come under my observation since I have been 
counected with the lease; also any statistics | 
havein regard tothe working of convicts in 
states other than Georgia. I have given the sub 
ject considerable investigation since 1579, and 
will cheerfully furnish you any information I 
May Possess. 

10 begin with we find reported to the National 
prison association of the U nited States the cost of 
keeping convicts in the different states, as fol- 
lows:

The average earnings for each of the entire 
prison population per annum amounted to $121, 
ihe »verage cost per Capita $172, or a loss of $51 
per head for the punishment of crime in the 
United States. 

We find in the reports of the different English 
prisons for 1873, 10,245 convicts; the gross r mount 
of expenses for keeping the same was £342,158, 
aod the net earnings amounted to £220,490, or & 
net loss of £121,668, a net cost of keeping each 
prisoner of £11,148,6d, in our currency about $58 

Now take the average number of convicts in 
the siate of Georgia, 1,250, multiply it by the 
average loss in the United states of $51 per head, 
and you havea total loss of $63,750. Now add 
your hire, of all profit, $25,000, and your saving 
each year, $88,750, under your present system, 
orif you will take the cost per capita under the 
English system of $58 per head, make the same 
calcuiation, and you will fiod you save $97,500 
per annum under your present Management. 

There has been much said about the moral 
training of convicts in the old world, as com- 
pared to ours, but here agaiu you will find facts 
and figures are stubborn things, and that Georgia 
advances to the front. 

The proportion of convicts who, after impris 
onument relapse into crime and are returned te 
prison, shows, in the different nations, as follows: 

Belgium, 78 per cent; Austria, 59 per cent; 
Prussia, 60 to70 per cent; France, 4244 per cent; 
Italy, 18 to 28 per cent; Sweden, 19 to 45 per cent; 
Wurtemburg, 36 per cent; Engiand, Wales and 
Scotland, over 18 per cent. In the state 
of Georgia we have no exact sta- 
tistics, but from the best information we have 
been able to get it is less than i0 per cent.

| DYNAMITE DOTS 


PICKED UP IN IRELAND AND RUSSIA. 


O'Donovan Rossa’s Lafernal Machine—The Torpedo 
‘Factory at Peoria—Wild Talk from 
the Ohiefs— Hartmann’s Ar- 
rival in New “York. 


New York, August 2.—O’ Donovan Rossa 
claims that he bas paid $90,000 out of the 
Fenian skirmishing fund for a war engine 
or torpedo boat, to use against England, 
but his story is not credited. As for the 
inférnal machines that were shipped from 
here to England, and of which Mr. Archi- 
bald, the English consul general in this city, 
had been apprised, Mr. Rossa declared that 
that was a good joke which had been played 
on the British government. “The whole 
farde,”” he said, “‘was got up by an Irish- 
mah who belongs to the league, but whose 
name I could not give. He shippedgome 
harmless material to England and then 
pretended to act as informer to the British 
government. He went to Consul-General 
Ardhibald and told him that explosives 
had been sent, and furnished him sufficient 
probf that the shipment had been made. 
For, this the Irishman received $10,000 and 
was) promised $10,000 more when the 


English police should have seized the 
explosive. The material which the Irish- 
man shipped cost about forty dollars, and 
he got for it $10,000, which will be used to 
fight the English with. Now that Mr. 
Archibald has found that he has been made 
the victim of this practica! joke he is tear- 
ing | bis hair with rage. Of course, when 
the English police find the stuffshipped by 
the Irishman and no explosives, they will 
insist that the real explosives were con- 
signed to some other person than to one 
whom they are now watching.’

After 
runhing,six hours the clock liberates a 
hanimer that strikesa nippleand explodes 
a percussion cap. This sets fire to the 
chatge, an ounce and a half of fulminate of 
mercury and a pound anda half of dyna. 
mite, sufficient to blow up the largest block 
vf buildings in the world A man takes 
one|ot these machines in his hand 
and) stands by the block of  build- 
ings to be destroyed. At a convenient 
place he deposits it in an open stairway or 
by the side of the bnilding. Once placed, 
all he has to do is w walk away and pro-~ 
vide for his own escape. He has six hours 
to db it in, and in thai time he can be out 
reach of pursuit. Mr. Crowe says that 
there are a large number of these ma- 
chines in this city, and they will be 
sent out, a few at a time, until 
the| people are afraid to patronize 
British ships or livein British dwellings. 
He talks of the amount of destruction that 
they will do as calmly as aman would 
reckon up the contents of a field of oats 
He says that war is always cruel, but that 
the cruel and surest way isthe best, and 
that they intend to keep up this until they 
have forced England to concede the libera- 
tion of Ireland.

FROM POVERTY TO AFFLUENCE, 


The . Wonderful Oareer of James Robb—His 
Riss to Wealsh, and His Wonder- 
fal Enterprises A Personal 
Memoir by Himself, 


Cincinnati Commercial. 

Thete died in a secluded but richly ap- 
pointed home near Cincinnati yesterday 
one whom the wor!d was fast forgetting, but 
in other days had delighted to honor. We 
refer t2 Mr. James Robb, whose career, be- 
ginning asa poor and friendiess boy, was 
in poiht of dazzling achievement in busi- 
ness and princely social surroundings with 
hardly a parallel in American history. In 
giving the story of his life the Commercial 
is enabled to include a condensed memoir 
from hisown pen, His death occurred at 
an early hour yesterday morning at his 
home near Cheviot. 

James Robb was born at or near Waynes- 
ville, western Pennsylvania. His father 
was drowned in the Monongahela river 
when James was about five yearsold. His 
mother did not marry again and lived 
until about seven years ago, when she died 
in the home at Chevoit, near this city. 

Ther@were two sons, James and Wiltiam 
M. Robb. The latter was a county com- 
missioner a number of years, and was on 
the board with Jesse Timanus, one of the 
local celebrities of the time, 

When James was about thirteen years of 
age he astonished his mother by announc- 
ing his intention to start out and meke his 
fortune. All he took was a little bundle of 
clothing, which he mounted on his shoulder 
with a stick, like the traditional stage 
Irishman, and away he went. When al- 
most out of sight of the parental home he 
looked back to wave his hand to his moth- 
er, who stood watching his retreating form 
until it waslost to view. The young ad- 
veuturer reached Morgantown, Penrsylva- 
nia, where he obtatned a place in a bank 
as office boy, and in the course of ten years 
attained a good position in the bank as an 
accountant. In his twenty-fourth year he 
resolved to go to New Orleans, and after 
the lapse of five years he had made 
such rapid advancement that he stood 
in the front rank with the prominent 
bankers of New Orleans. From that time 
forward fortune showered wealth upon him 
He became the first citizen of the crescent 
city, built a palace and literally rolled in 
wealth. His home resembled an Italian 
villa, and although fallen into decay is still 
one of the sights of New Orleans. The 
wealthy Burnside, whose death was rumored 
ten days or two weeks ago, became its 
owner, with many of its art treasures, and 
let it fall into ruin. 

Many years ago when Mr, Robb under- 
took to build the Northern railway, be 
promised the citizens of New Orleans if 
they would contribute liberally for the 


construction‘of the road that he would build 
a house that shouid become the pride of 
the city. They took him at his word, sub- 
scribed liberally, the road was built and so 
was the house. It was magnificent. 

The bank of James Robb in New Orleans 
was famous, but associated with it were 
four other banks, one in New York, one ip 
San Francisco, one in St. Louis and one in 
Liverpooi—ail called by his name, In 1857 
Mr. Robb became pecuniarily embarrassed, 
owing to a blunder on the part of the bank 
in New York, and he closed owing $3,000,- 
000; but this vast sum was subsequently 
paid up with interest in full. Mr. Robb 
was so popular in New Orleans that magoni- 
ticent steamers plying between that city and 
St. Louis were named for him; at thesame 
time hig name was patent in the London 
and iverpool marts During his embarass 
menthe gave a Pittsburg bank some se- 
curities which were so amply satisfactory 
that the bank gave a receipt in fullto Mr 
Robb. It turned out subsequently that 
the securities realized much more than the 
settlement called for, and the bank desired 
to refund, but Mr. Robb declined the offer 
and remained firm in his refusal to receive 
any repayment. This mark of his honor 
able disposition excited the admiration 
of the bank directors, and they expressed 
itin a superb massive silver Roman punch 
bow! set, costing a considerabie sum. 


Alter the New Orleans embarrassment he 
sold out all he possessed in that city and 
went to Chicago, where he was soon ap- 
pointed receiver of the Chicago, Alton and 
St. Louis railwey, at that time very badly 
mixed up; its affairs seeming altogether 
helpless and nearly hopeless. When the 
road was finally reorganized under the mas- 
terly management of Mr. Robb, he was 
elected president. He found the stock 
down to six cents; he leftit worth $1 40. A 
great deal of the stock was held in Liver- 
pool and London by merchants, and they 
were so pleased with the management of 
Mr. Robb that they presented him a testi- 
monial in the shape of asolid gold vase, 
valued at over $7,000. It was exhibited 
in the industrial ex position of 
1874 and is a superb work of art. 
Thirty years ago Mr. Robb was regard- 
ed as the most valuable patron of art in 
this country. His purchases were remark- 
able for taste, expert knowledge and almost 
princely outlay. He was the largest pur- 
chaser at the sale of the art collection of 
Jerome Bouaparte of Bordentown, N. J., 
chirty-five years ago. Mr. Robb has himself 
related au incident of the sale. At the noon 
recess, being tired, he seated himself on a 
sofa in one of the rooms, which was pres- 
ently entered by a couple of the residents 
of Bordtntown. Not recognizing Mr.Robb, 
one of them expressed his wonder as to who

Mr. Robb had a deep-seaved affection and 
life-long devotion for his mother, and nh sae 
inhis very prime,in the zenith of his 
fortune—say thirty-five years ago—he pur.

acres, and built an elegant home for his 
mother, It isa gothic cottage, containing 
thirteen spacious rooms, finished ia solid

The fact is, Mr. Robb had come to look 
atthe world philosophically. In retiring 
to the Cheviot home he said that he was 
satisfied with the activities and excite- 
ments of life, and he wanted rest. Not 
long since he showed a friend a pile of let- 
ter-books over four feet in thickness, and 
containing the copies of probably 25,000 
letters. “These,” said he, ‘{ found time 
to write on purely private subjects to 
friends while I was carrying on five banks, 
several railroads, the Havana gas works, 
and numerous smaller business enterprises; 
and,’’ he added, ‘‘[ have been eagaged in 
almost every branch of busines, and 
made money until I did not kaow what to 
do with it. I have sat at the table with 
royalty, seen every phase of life, travelled 
the whole civilized globe and seen all its 
art treasures, and am tired—satiated— 
and I have come out here (Cheviot) to rest.’”’ 

He was an inveterate and omniverous 
reader and did most of his reading at night. 
For this purpose he had a lamp safely sus- 
pended over his single bed in an elegant 
little apartment off his parlor, and when 
wakefui he found his books a happy re- 
source, These were so arranged on either 
sice of his bed that he couid invoke almost 
any theme by any famous author without 
raising himself from the pillow. 

Mr. Robb built the gas works at Havana, 
and his business partner was no less a per 
sonage than Queen Christina, of Spain, rep- 
resented by tue marquis of Riewhares. A 
daughter of Mr. Robb was married toa 
cousin of Queen Christina, and she became | 
by that murriage the marchioness of San 
Roman. The nuptials were celebrated in 
the Malmaison, the favorite palace of the 
great Napoleon, and in a style second only 
in splendor to royalty. 

Mr. Robb bad three daughters and one 
son. The two other daughters were married, 
one to Dr. Parrish, an eminent surgeon in 
Philadelphia, and one to a wealthy mer- 
chant of st. Louis, a Mr. Miltenberger. The 
son, James Hamden Robb, was married to 
a daughter of Nathaniel P. Thayer, of Bos 
ton, the wealthiest man in New England. 
The mother of Mr. Robb’s children died 
many years ago, but they are ali living. 

Mr. Robb’s mother was a Meetkerk, as 
name somewhat famous in Motley’s History 
of the Dutch Republic. Her father held a 
position under Washington, and bore it 
with unblemished honor Her more re- 
mote ancestor, Count Meetkerk, was presi- 
dent of the council, and was sent by his 
country as representative to the English 
court to consummate a treaty between the 
Netherlands and England during the reign 
of Queen Eiizabeth. 

Mr, Robb’s mother and the father of Mr 
John B. Helcb, of this city, were brothe; 
and sister, a relation that brought the late 
Mr. Robb into communication with our 
industrial expositions, of which Mr. John 
B. Heich has neld the position continuously 
of assistant secretary on account of his 
long connection with the Mechanics’ in- 
stitute. 

Mr. William Heary Davis crossed the 
ocean with Mr. Robb in 1857, and the inti- 
macy tben formed coatinued up to the day 
of the latter’s death. He stated that 
Mr. Robb was a large benefactor, giving 
freely oftentimes to objects in which, 
of necessity, he could take but little 
interest. ':e recalls that previous tothe 
war Mr. Robb was very much opposed to 
secession, and published many vigorous ar- 
ticles in support of his views. Finding 
that the southern people would not be con- 
vinced, he came north and cast his iet 
with theunion. Mr. Dayis states that such 
ofthe deceased’s old friends as were at 
pains to seek him out on his retirement, 
met with a most hospitable reception, and 
were always detained by him beyond the 
time of their expecied return. 

His oft expressed remark that he was 
contented in seclusion and happy with his 
books, Mr, Davis thinks, may have been 
true .owerd the last, but that the effort for 
one who had led so active a career to accus 
tom himseif to the retiracy of a hermit 
life cost him ano effort that must have 
shortened his days. 

A condensed memoir from Mr. Robb’s 
own hand, which possesses much historical 
interest, is here appendec: 


MEMOIR BY MR ROBB, 


JANUARY 2, i1877.—This day fifty years ago, in 
my thirteenth year, llefi the home of a noble 
mother (my father died in 1819), to perform a 
journey of 22 miles ou foot through deep and 
drifting snows, to begin my career of lile, aud 
from that day to this my fortune has been pushea 
singly and aione; witnoutthe aid of a peupy 
from any oue, living or dead. 

la my twenty-first year 1 was appointed cashier 
of the Branch bauk of Morgantown, Virginia, at 
a salary of $800 peraunum. Il resigned this posi- 
tion, in my twenty-fourth year, owing w my 
removal to New Orleans, where I resided 
twenty-one years, having during this pe- 
riod made six visits to Europe and fifteen to 
the island of Cuba. I was principal in establish- 
ing from 1838 to 1857 eight banking and commer- 
cial firms and agencies, viz: New Orieans, Paoila- 
delphia, New York, San Francisco aud Liverpool, 
Eugland, four of whicti were in existence i10°1857. 
Under the ‘“‘Free baukiug iaw of Louisiana’ I 
established the ‘Bank of James Robb’’ [resigned 
in :856], with a paid up capitalof six hundred 
thousand dollars, of which | was sole proprietor, 
except eighty thousa d dollars. {This bank did 
not suspend in 1857, and now exists as the Mer- 
chants’ bank of New Orleans | 

Iu 1842 1 was elected president of the New Or- 
jeans gas-light and banking company, with a 
paid up capital of $1,800,000. Its affairs were in 
disorder, and its snares depreciated to $i per 
share, for $30 paid. Thecompany in 1843 resum- 
ed its dividends, which have not since been sus- 
pended, and its shares at one time commauded 
over 50 per Cent premium 

In 1844 the Spanish gas light company was or- 
ganized for lighting the city of Havaua, fits 
privileges being confirmed by “‘royal order.”’ The 
vuriginai capital was fixed at $300,000, all of which 
I subscribed, aad was made perpetual president 
of the company. 

Subsequently its capital was, increased to $1,- 
000 0v0, which was equally divided with the queen 
m -ther of Spain, Maria Chri-tiana, and myself. 

1. 1854 when this vaiuable property began to 
yi_id large profits, my uecessities, owing to en- 
ga ements for southern railways, amounting to 
more than $1,000,000, obliged me to seli my in- 
terest, which, in the sequel, proved a sacrifice of 
more than $3L0,000, 

In 18511 was made president of the railway 
convention at New Orleaos,and from this time 
may be dated the first successful attempt of Lou- 
isiana to construct railways and the beginning of 
my misfortunes. In November of this year I vis- 
ited Nashville, Tenn., to solicit the co-operation 
of that statein aiding works of internal improve- 
ments, and addressea its legislature in respect to 
the same, iu pursuance of a Message from 1ts gov: 
ernor, William B. Campbell. In this year I was 
elected a member of the senate of Louisiana, for 
fvur years, but only served one session. 

In 1852 1 was elected presidentof the New Or: 
leans, Jackson and Great Northern railway; a 
member of the city couucil of New Orleans, and 
its presideat; and had I yielded to the solicita- 
tions of frends, would have been selected as the 
representative of in the senate of the 
U united S:aies for six years, instead of J. P. Ben- 
jamin, whose eieciuion I both favored and pro- 


moted.

The Uolored Sunday-Schools of Crawford County— 
Death of a Decatur Lady—Macon's Throat- 
Outting Tragedy—A Ravisher Ar- 
rested—W hat the Papers Say.

CRAWFORDVILLE, August 1.—Sunday was 
an eventful day among the colored people 
of this county. A vast crowd gathered at 
Friendship Baptist church to attend the 
reunion of the colored Sunday-schools. Six 
schools took part, and fifteen hundred per- 
sons were perhaps present. The morning 
service was led by Rev. Gad 8. Johnson. 
The exercises followed. No higher illustra- 
tion could be found of the striking progress 
of the colored race in Georgia. The profi- 
ciency of the pupils was ia general credita- 
ble; their aptitude in some cases 
unusual. The original speeches of several 
of the advanced pupils are worthy of spe- 
cial mention. In thought, language and 
delivery, they evinced careful study and 
fine natural powers. The singing, accom- 
panied by an organ, wasan inveresting 
feature. The address of Hon. James F. 
Reid was appropriate and entertaining, The 
most notable incident of the day was the 
speech of Hon. Alexander H. Stephens. 
He commended in high terms the diligence 
and aptitude of the pupils. Revered and 
loved by all present, he was heard with rapt 
interest, and his fitly-spoken words were 
truly “‘apples of gold in pictures of silver.”’ 
The attendance among the white citizens 
was large, and a commendable desire was 
displayed to aid and encourage their colored 
neighbors in these efforts at moral and in~ 
tellecitual progress.——A fine rain fell here 
to-day.

STEALING MAILBAGS, 


Some Contemptibie Work by the Can- 
adian Government, 
WASHINGTON, August 2.—The report of 
the two post-office inspectors, who were 
some time ago detailed to investigate the 
subject of the improper diversion of United 
States mail pouches from their proper use, 
in interchange between the United States 
and Canada, bas been received at the post- 
office department, It gives in detail the re- 
sult of their investigations at St. Johns, N. 
B., Halifax, N. 8., Qaebec, Montreal, To- 


ronto, London, Ontario. Windsor and other 
places, The report states that they 
were treated with the greatest courtesy by 
the Canadian officials, who, in every 
instance disclaimed the use of United 
States mail bags and pouches for their local 
business except possibly through inadver- 
tence. Report says, however, that at every 
Canadian postoffice they inspected a ma- 
jority of the mail bags and uches, were 
branded with U.8.,and at Wiudsur they 
found United States mail pouches put up 
and just about to be dispatched for Manito- 
ba, and for provinces of British Columbia. 
Several of these United States 
mail bags were brought back by 
the inspectors. Upon each had been fast- 
ened the Canadian patented device for lock- 
ing bags, showing that they had been delib- 
erately appropriated and prepared at Cana- 
dian repair shops for Canadian local service. 
The inspectors estimate many thousand of 
these bags and puuches being daily used by 
the Canadian postal authorities, and as 
they cost from five dollars upwards, 
and this practice has been = in- 
dulged in for many years, the uniary 
advantages accruing to the dominion goy-~ 
ernment have not been inconsiderable. 
The inspectors recommended the adoption 
of anSinternational mail bag and pouch to 
be different from any now in use and easily 
distinguished, and that each government 
furnish its equitable portion; also that an 
inspector of each service be designated to 
order all mail bags and pouches to be 
brought to some point in Canada, and those 
which can be identified as belonging to the 
United States be sorted out and returned 
to this country. The plans proposed have 
been approved of by the postmaster gen, 
eral and has received the assent of the 
Canadian authorities. 


THE YORKTOWN CENTENNIAL, 


ahe Programme for the Affair Ar-

J. Kean, Catholic bishop of Richmond, as- 
sisted by the Most Rev. James Gibbons, 
Archbishop of Baltimore and primate of 
the Catholic church in the United States, 
and in the evening by Rev. John Hall, of 
New York. The festivities will embrace 
grand pyrotechnic displays, promenade 
concerts every afternoon and evening, and 
a grand national regatta on Saturday, 
15th.

We have not the space available for its 

reproduction in Tur Consrrrvrion, buta 

brief synopsis of its more impressive 

and important features may be made to 
practically cover the ground. 

To begin with, the address of Presi- 
dent Hammett is, threnghout, a com- 
plete answer to the hastily expressed 
opinion of Mr. Edward Atkinson that 
the manufacture of cotton in 
the south is unsuited to the 
climate and to the class of 
labor to be found in this section. The 
whief value of the statements are due tothe 
fact that they are the formal and delib- 
erate views of agentleman who has had

may be a demand for them, thereby add- 
ing the value of the skilled labor used in 
manufacturing them to that of the raw 
material, and materially increesing its 
value, sothat when the goodsare sold 
and the money returned for them, it will 
include both the value of the raw mate- 
rial and the labor, together with what- 
ever profit the manufacturer may make 
upon his investment, thereby adding 
materially to the wealth of the country, 
largely attributable to labor which is the 
basis of all wealth; and he goes on to 
show that the wealthiest, most prosper- 
ous and powerful people on earth are 
those who have practically pursued this 
course, amongst which may be mentioned 
Great Britain, and nearer to us New 
Eogland. This applies not only to cot- 
ion goods, but to every variety of goods 
manufactured where skilled labor forms 
an important element in their value. 
The manufacture of cotton into yarns 
and fabrics, now one of the greatest in- 
dustries of the civilized world, is of re- 
cent origin, although by its rapid pro- 
gress it now involves many millions of 
money in its operations, and furnishes 
employment to millions of people and 
provides clothing and fabrics for almost 
all purposes of domestic use for the larger 
part oi the population of aii civilized 
countries, 

Mr. Hammett says that tle natura! 
advantages for manufacturing many ol 
the heavier varieties of cotton goods at 
the south are admitted by all intelligent 
and practical manufacturers at the north 
who have investigated the subject impar- 
tially, and become sufficiently familiar 
with it in all its relations to form an in- 
telligent and reliable opinion. None of 
them that Mr. Hammett is aware of 
estimate the advantages at less than 10 
per cent, and many of them as high as 
15 to20 per cent, as compared with 
northern mills in making the same class 
of goods. To manufacture successfully 
anywhere, in Mr. Hammett’s opinion, 
several essentials must exist to a greater 
or less degree by nature, and must com- 
bine and be developed by skill and intel- 
ligence to succeed; amongst which as the 
most prominent may be mentioned a 
salubrious climate suited to the purpose, 
teliable and cheap power, a population 
from which may be drawn a sufficient 
number of efficient operatives, cheap 
labor, accessibility to the raw material, 
prompt and cheap transportation, .a de- 
mand for goods that will take them as 
they are made, and skillful and _ intelli- 
gent management. In all of these the 
south would not suffer in comparison 
with any other section or part of the 
country where cotton is manufactured. 

Mr. Hammett alludes to a fact that has 
uever been sufficiently advertised. He 
points out that there is in the whole south 
a population of natives, peculiarly suited 
by nature, character, morals and in- 
telligence, to make as efficient, industri- 
ous and skillful operatives as are to be 
found anywhere. Magy of them gladly 
embrace the opportunity of going into 
the mills and making that their business 
and home for life. A better class of peo- 
ple seek the mills than formerly, and 
they are capable of being educated to as 
high an order of skill as any operatives 
in America. Native northern people are 
rarely tound in their cotton mills; they 
are for the most part Canadian, French 
and Irish, with a few English, French 
and Germans amongst them, with whom 
our material for operatives compare most 
favorably. Living being cheap necessa- 
rily makes labor cheap, and whilst our 
operatives live plentifully and comfort- 
ably, the wages paid them are less than 
is absolutely necessary for the sub- 
sistence of those in colder «climates, 
where rents of such houses as wili pro- 
tect them against the cold in winter are 
necessarily high, and fuel and clothing 
expensive. 

Che water powers are located in the 
midst of the cotton fields, from which a 
large part of the cotton consumed may 
be purchased direct from the producer 
and delivered at the mills; often weighed 
in the opening rooms, or stored in the 
warehouses for future use, or it may be 
purchased at markets at short distances 
from the mills, where transportation is 
inconsiderable. <A very material advan- 
tage is that it comes direct from the gins, 
is clean, bas not been compressed for 
shipment, which is often done to the 
consistency of a stick of white oak tim- 
ber, and as a consequence works here in- 
finitely better and easier, makes much 
less waste and better goods, and with 
less preparatory machinery, as all mill 
owners are aware and appreciate as one 
of the important advantages of location. 

The demand for the styles of goods 
made at the south is at present sufficient 
to take all that are made, and the de- 
mand is constantly increasing. Mr. 
Hiammett doubts if there is a first-class 
mill at the south to-day that has any 
accumulation of goods, or that could not 
have sold twice their product for the last 
six months. That is not alwaysthe case. 
Manufacturers, like other business, have 
their dull seasons, and those that are 
more actiye, but there has been no time 
recently to our knowledge when goods 
have had tc be forced on the market at 
concessions to realize, exceptit may have 
been by some corporation that was com- 
pelled from the want of capital or credit 
to sell their goods. Besides the demand 
for distribution in the United States, a 
demand for southern made goods for ex- 
port is constantly increasing, principally 
for China, Africa, the East Indies and 
South America, and is to-day sufficient 
toreduce any large quantity that may 
accumulate.

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Twenty-Third Day's Preceeding*— 
August 2, 
THE SENATE. 


The senate met yesterday at the usual 
hour, and was called to order by President 
Boynton, Prayer was offered by the chap- 
iain, Rey. John W. Heidt, D, D. The roll 
was called, and the journal was read and 
spproved. 

A message was received from the bouse 
notifying the senate of the passage of cer- 
iain bills. 

Mr. Guerry, chairmanof the committee 
on finance, submitted a report on certain 
bills which was read. 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the committee 
on jadiciary, submitted a report on certain 
pile which was read, 

Mr. Guerry submitted a resolution that 
bereafter a majority of the members 
of each standing committee shall consti- 
tnte aquorum of eaid committee. The 
report was taken up and agreed to. 

WH. Atwood was invited to a seat on 
the floor, 

Mr. Guerry moved totake up bills for a 
second reading, whereupon the following 
bilis were read: 

A bill to protect land owners from the 
Gamages of overflows. Withdrawn. 

A billto appropriate $200 tothe deaf 
and dumb asylum for colored children at 
Cave Spring. 

A biil to allow certain persons to attend 
the asylum for deaf and dumb. 

A bill to allow the mayor and council of 
Athens to purchase a lot for the fire de- 
partment of that place. 

A resolution to pay $100 to the sergeant 
at-arms of the special committee appointed 

investtgate the lease of the Wesiern and 
Atiantic railroad 

A resolution to purchase 300 copies of the 
state laws. 

A bill to alter and amend section 326 of 
the code, which provides how matters and 
cous sin crdinaries’ courts shall be disposed 
of when the ordi: aries are disqualified. 

A bill toamend an act approved February 
4%, 1876, in relation to the tax laws of 
Athens. 

Tue following bills were taken up, read 
the third time, and disposed of as indi- 
cated : 

A bill to amend an act incorporating the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railroad 

yupany. Passed, 

A bill to carry into effect the law in reia- 
tion to chavgipg names.

The special order, which was a bill to in- 
crease the salaries of the chief justice of 
the supreme court, the judges of the sa- 
preme court, and the judges of the superior 
courts, was then taken up. 
rhe bill increased the _ salaries to 
he following figures: Chief justice, $4,000: 
jatiges of the supreme court, $3,500; judges 
of the superior court, $3,000. The commit- 
tee recommended a substitute, as follows: 
Governer, $4,000; judges of the supreme 
court, $5,500; judges of the superior courts, 
$2 500, There was a minority report 
ewainst the bill. The substitute was aoc 
Several amendments were offered and lost. 
Mr. Winn moved the adoption of the mi-

THE HOUSE, 

The house met at 9 o’clock and wascalled 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by Rey. 
John Jones, D), D., chaplain. 

The roll was called and the journal was 
read. 

The special order was the billof Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd, to prohibit the granting 
of more than two new trials.to any civil 


cause in the courts of this state. 

The judiciary committee reported against 
the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Wright moved to disagree 
to~=—s that in order that he 
might introduce a substitute for the 
bill, The substitute was read, 
and then Mr. Wnght asked what reasons 
had induced the committee to report 
against the « riginal bill. 

Mr. Hammond, chairman of the commit- 
fee on judiciary, said the request was so 
unusual that he might with propriety de. 
cline to grant it. But he stood ready at all 
times to give the reasons which had actua 
ted tbe committee in making its adverse re 
port, The bili is a dangerous innovation,and 
is calculated to endanger private rights. 

Mr. Hammond then argued clearly 

against the justice or propriety of the bill. 
Mr. Wright said he desired to know the 
reasons of the committee that he might an- 
swer them. The bill introduced by him 
self was approved by the senior senator from 
Georgia, perhaps the greatest constitutional! 
awyer in the south, It was drawn 
by the hand of Logan E,. Bieckley, 
w hose ability and wisdom no 
one could doubt. The committee had 
not been unanimous in its report he was 
sure, although he had not attended their 
deliberations. He regretted that the dis- 
Linguished committee on finance had dif- 
fered with a majority of the states in the 
union, and with some of the abliest men in 
Georgia. The objections to this bill are 
based on distrust of the jury box. God pity 
the day when such a feeling becomes 
prevalent in Georgia. The jury box 
is the§ bulwark English lib- 
erry, and should be kept __for- 
ever intact. The old common law 
granted no new trials and their constant 
succession creates delay and confusion. 
Mr. Basinger argued that the bill was 
unconstitutional and that it must be con- 
sidered purely on its merits and not on 
what great men or other states have thoaght 
a it. The constitution confers on the 
judges of the superior courts the right to 
grant new trials,and when this bill cur- 
tails that right it comes in 
conflict with the constitution. 
There should be a new trial whenever there 
are legal and just grounds for one. The 
constitution has bestowed powers on the 
judges of the superior court which this leg- 
islature cannot take away. This bill pro- 
poses to impair the right of the judges, and 
no judge would be bound to obey it. 

Mr, Jones, of DeKalb, said he preferred 
the judgment of the able committee on ju- 
diciary to the authorities, high though they 
be, which hed been cited by the author of 
the bill. He opposed the bill and the sub-

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, again supported 
his substitute. He said that the arguments 
against it came at last toa distrust of the 
yury-box. He wanted that question fairly 
tested, and if the house does distrust the 
jary-box letit say so. He did not think 
the bill or substitute unconstitutional. 

Mr. Jemison said the gentleman had 
made a flingat the judiciary committee 
which honestly differed with him. He 
made a worn-out appeal to prejudice in his 
attempts to array the judiciary 
com mittee against the jury-box. 
Is the jury box infallible? They are flesh 
of one flesh with us? Has not the supreme 
court declared in thunder tones that no new 
trial will be granted where the jury has 
passed upon the facts? These sweeping 
changes in our jurisprudence ought not to 
be made lightly. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Gwinnett, called the 
previous question, and it was ordered. The 
adverse report was. agreed to and the bill 
was lost. 

The standing committees made reports 
which were read. 

Bills for third reading were next in order. 

Mr. Turner, of Fioyd—A bill to incor- 
porate the Rome Southern railroad with 
right to build branches in various direc- 
tions. 

Mr. DaBignon, of Baldwin, moved to re- 
commit the bill to the cemmittee on yail- 


McBride, of Haralson, opposed the 
motion. 
Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, said the bill had 


mittal was desired that this bill might be 
uniform with others similar to it, which 
have been passed. 

Mr. Estes, of Hall, said that in behalf of 


of Rabun, Towns, Union, Lumpkin, White, 
Habersham and Hali, and to provide for 
the election of a judge and solicitor for the

Mr. Kimsey gave some reasons why the 
bill should pass, and said it was desired by 
a'great many people in northeasternGeorgia. 
The Western circuit is 63 years old, and is 
so large now that one judge cannot attend 
to its business. The population of this 
circuit is 122,000, or nearly one-tenth of the 
population of the state. The Biue Ridge 
circuit is also very large, and the new cir- 
cuit relieves each of these crowded circuits. 

Mr. Barrow, of Clarke, said perhaps a 
stronger case was never presented in the 
house than is presen in this 
bill. The new circuit.takes four counties 
from the Western circuit, which was organ. 
ized in 1818. The circuit has grown enor 
mously, and it is now almost impossible to 
dispatch its business ina year. The judge 
cannot even call half the cases on the docket. 
The new circuit also takes three counties 
from the Blue Ridge circuit, whose judge 
is also overworked 

The report of the committee was agreed 
to and the bill passe 

By consent of the house Mr. Carithers, of 
Walton, introduced a bill to amend the act 
to incorporate the Walton railroad compa- 
ny, and an act amendatory thereto so as to 
authorize a road from Social Circle to con- 
nect with the Macon and Brunswick exten 
sion, and with the Northeastern railroad 
Referred to the committee on railroads 

Mr. Render, of Meriwether—by suspen- 
sion of the rules—introduced a bill to 
incogporate the Greenville and. White 
Sulph ur railroad company. Referred to the 
committee on railroads. 

Oa motion of Mr, Milner, of Bartow, the 
foblowing bill was read the second time to 
be made a special order, viz: A bill to 
provide for the better government of the 

convicts of this state. 

The bill was made the special order for 
next Tuesday, after the reading of the 
journal g: 

Mr. Martin, of Talbot, obtamed permis 
sion to have read the second time a bill to 
fiz the fee; of the solicitors general for 
bringing rules against attorneys in certaiu 
cases. The judiciary committee reported 
adversely to the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Hammoad, of Thomas, supported 
the adverse report of the committee in a 
few logical remarks, 

Mr. Martin argued for the necessity of 
sucha bill. The adverse report was agreed 
to and the bill was lost 

Mr. James, of Douglas, introduced a bill 
to prohibit waivers of weenie in purchase 
of fertilizers. Referred to committee on 
agriculture, 

Bills on second reading were in order. 

Mr. Kimsey, of White—A bill to incor- 
porate the Cleveland and Lula railroad. 

Mr. Davis, of Lumpkin—aA bill to appro- 
priate $20,000 to rebuild the agricultural 
college at Dahlonega. 

Mr. Price, of Oconee—A bill to tax cir. 
cuses $5,000 for each day’s performance. 

Mr. Miller, of Houston—aA bill to change 
the time of revising jury boxes. 

Also, a biil to punisn persons keeping 
gambling tables, or working at same or em- 
ploying others to do so. 

Also, to declare the head of navigation of 
the Ocmulgee river at Macon. 

Mr. Peek, of Rockdale—A bill to amend 
the act incorporating the town of Conyers. 

Mr. Sweat, of Clinch—A biil to fix liquor 
license at $1,500 in Clinch county. 

Mr. Rawlins, of Dodge—A bill to abolish 
the county court of Dodge county. 

Mr. Davis, of Hibersham—A bill to de- 
clare a certain bridge of the Tallulah river 
atoll bridge. Lost by adoption of adverse 
report, 

Mr. Matthews, of Hart, moved to take 
from the table a bill to amend an act to 
protect crops from cattle. Agreed to. 

Mr. Twiggs, of Richmond, moved that the 
bill lie on the table for the present. Agreed 
to. 

Mr. Price, of Oconee—A bill to provide 
for the payment of managers and clerks of 
elections. 

Mr. Sweat, of Clinch—A bill to make Jury 
scrip good for taxes. Lost. 

Mr. Patterson, of Fulton—A bill to com. 
promise the claim of Howard Van Epps. 

Mr. Goodrich, of McIntosh—A bill to 
make labor tickets always negotiable. Lost. 

Also, a bill to secure uniformity in text 
books in public schools. Lost. 

Mr. Basinger, oi Cuatham—A 
amend section 1950 of the code. 

Mr. Sweat, of Clinch—A bill to change the 
time of electing state officers. Lost. 

Also, a bill to requiref§certain officers of 
the general assembly to remain at the cap 
ital two days afteradjournment. Lost. 

Mr. James, of Douglas—To legalize the 
changing of the shape and size of the pub- 
lic square in Douglasville, Reported ad- 
versely by the judiciary committee. 

Mr. James said the bill was important to 
the people of Douglasville, and he hoped 
the report would be disagreed to. 

Mr. Shockley, of Columbia, supported 
the report, and said the bill is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. James did not think this could be 
shown to be so. 

Mr. Spence, of Mitchell, thought there 
would be good reasons for the adverse re- 
port, 

Mr. Turner, of Monroe, argued that the 
bill was unconstitutional in thet it perfect- 
ed titles toland, a thing the legislature 
cannot do. 

Pending the discussion the hour for ad- 
journment arrived and the heuse stood 
adjourned to 90’clock Wednesday.

THE TAX ORDINANCE. 


Action of the City Counct! at ite Last 
Meeting. 

At its last meeting the city council played sad 

havoe with the tax ordinance for 1881, which was 
adopted only a few weeks ago. 


committee, composed of members of 


the city council, shail prepare a tx 
ordinance for each year begianing in Juiy 
and euall report the same to the geveral council 
for adoption or rejection at its first meeting in 
the month of July of eech year. 

The present tax committee is composed of L 
C, Jones, chairman, D. A. Beatie and R. H., 
Koapp, and in accordance with the terms of 
the city charter these gentlemen submitted their 
report at the time required by law, which was 
the firet meeting in Juiy last 

The report indicatea thst the ordinance pre- 
pered for the year i881, differed materially from 
the tax ordinances of the previous years. The 
differences consisted io. ascertaining new 
taxable mercantile property and in an in- 
creased rate on many tex licenses, thus increas- 
ing largely the revenue of thecity derived from 
this source. 

By the terms of the previous ordinances a 
m: ‘chant who had only $1,000 invested in busi- 
neos paid as largea sicense as the merchant 
whore business was sustained by a $100,000 tn- 
vestment, in both cases the license being $25. 
Under the ordinances previgus to the year of 
loSla merchant could house = goods, 1.olionus, 
pardware, queensware, in fact ali lines of goods 
ani pay but one license tax 
of $25, whilst the smaller deal.r with 
vuly one live of goods was requirea to pay ine 
same amount. 

Preyvicus to the recent report of the tax com- 
mittee these facta bad b-eu frequently brought 
to the attention of the council by the complaiuts 
of small dealers, who considered that the same 
established a discrimination in favor of the 
larger merchant, and thereby _ unequelized 

axation. Aftera careful examinatiou of these 
compiaints the tax committee decided that they 
were well founded, aud in drafting the ordi- 
nance for 1881 sought to remedy the same b 
Clussifying the different branches of trade. This 
classification requires the merchant who 
carries Bh mixed stock of goods 
to take ay license for each ar~ 
ticular line, the price paid being determined by 
the amount of capital invested in each particular 
line. 
The passage of the orjinance established that 
mauy merchauts were carryiag a8 Many as six 
and eight and even ten different tines of 
goods, glance shows that this dis- 
covery worke to the interest 
of the city in the additional revenue derived 
from this direction and protected the smaller 
dealer whose stock is composed of only one liue. 

When the committee submitted its report it 
was found, after quitea discussion, that the city 
revenue would be materially augmented by its 
adoption, and as every member of tne committee 
recommended the adoption of the report it went 
through likes flash, anu the tax ordinance tor 
the year 1881 was declared by different members 
of the council to be the best ever given 
the city of Atlauta The best, it 
was said, in many particulars, It gave 
the city a much larger revenue than she had ever 
before derived frum tax license from merchants 
I, was said to be superior to its predecessors in 
protecting the small dealers, and the tax Commit- 
lee W2s Cungratulated by their brother couucil- 
men upon their good work. 

At the second meeting of the council in July, 
held on the third Moaday of that moitho, & pe- 
.tition pemerously signed by merchants was 
presented to the courcil through Mr. Hoke 
smith, attorney for the petitioners. ‘The 
pape argued that the tax ordinance 
tor 1881 was onerous and unjust; 
ifatit required too much money from the lurger 
dealers and asked forthe adoption by the city 
council of some measure by which they could be 
relieved from what they claimed was an ex- 
Cessive tax. After Ry brief consid- 
era lion the petition was referred 
io the tex committee. 

By hard work the committee was enabled to 
submitits report upon the referred gore at 
the last meeting of the council held Monday 
night Jae. Whenthe report was submitied it 
was ascertained that the committee was by Lo 
means 4 unit. Mr. Joues, chair- 
man -of the committee, read a report which 
was Offered as a substitute for or amendment to 
te tax ordinance for 1#81, but @r. Kvapp and Mr.
